The  district  is  agricultural  in  character  with  many  small 
villages  along  tho  coast.  During  the  summer  months  those  are  crowded 
Y/ith  visitors,  though  there  is  a decided  decrease  in  their  number ^ 
since  the  outbreak  of  war.  There  are  no  oustanding  local  industries. 
The  majority  of  the  men  work  on  the  farms  or  go  to  sea.  Tho  number

The  Maternity  and  Giiild  v/elfare  Scheme  under  Section  101  of 
the  Local  Government  Act,  1939 > prepared  by  the  Anglesey  County 
Council  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  "has  b-^en  extended.  Thu 
Scheme  provides  for  the  payment  by  the  Council  of  annual  contributions 
towards  the  expenses  of  the  voluntary _ associations 

maternity  and  child  welfare  services  in  and  for  the  benefit  of  the 
whole  county.  During  the  year  a:i  onie-natal  clinic  was  established 
in  fl«orSi=h7L  fonjonction  with  the  llangefni  cling  will  servo 

Comhs  (llhnfants)!  Ilanorchy,.edd  (15)  and  Li.rianglas  {26  gfags). 
The  dishio-t  is  well  supplied  with  nurses  vdio  are  registered  under  go 
ContMl  lidwivcs  Board.  Since  the  outbreak  r.f  war  there  are  several 
additional  ambulances  in  the  area. 

As  regards  La.boratory  facnl.i.ties  and  Hospital  accommodation 
the  conditions^as  reported  iu  prev^ious  annuaJ.  reports  _ still  continue 
with  the  addition  of  the  Emorgo-icy  Public  Health  Service  at  Conway, 
by  means  of  v/hich  greai  assistance,  valuable  information  and  guidance 

arc  derived. 


School  Clinics . 

These  are  carried  out  with  the  same  efficiency  ?.s  in  pro—  ^ 
war  days.  In  almost  every  school,  filters  are  in  use  for  the  drinxin^ 
water.  The  school  buildings  are  good  and  in  a satisfactory  sanitary 
condition.  In  most  of  the  schools  mid-day  mcils  are  provided,  and  I 
trust  that  shortly  every  school  will  be  similarly  catered  for. 


The  children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria  in  all  the 
schools.  The  problem  of  dealing  with  the  children’s  wot  clothes  on 
rainy  days  is  still  a difficulty  in  many  schools. 


Water  Supply  and  Housing. 

The  schemes  for  supplying  Benllech,  Uoolfre  and  Red  v/harf 
Bay  with  water  have  made  slow,  although _ steady  T e e ay 

regarding  the  sehene  for  Llanorchymedd  is  regrettable.  The  Geoaes 
water  scheme  is  progressing  satisfactorily.  A large  number  of  public 
wells  were  insp^-cted,  improved  and  connected  to  pumps. 

util  the  Housing  Schemes  arc  postponed.  There  is  more  over- 
crowding in  tho  area  owing  to  the  pressure  of  many  evacuees  from 
dangerous  areas,  and  many  houses  which  had  been  condemned  are  again 

inhabited.

Milk. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  were  inspected  and

staLlrf  of  tho  aoSroditod  milk  was  not  as  high  as  f gUt  bo  cxpcoted, 
but  coLitions  improved  upon  this  fact  being  pressed  on  the  producers. 

Meat. 

At  present  the  slaughtering  of  animals  is  done  at  the  general 
lairage  in  Llangefni,  which  the  Sanitary  Inspector  visits  frocLuently 
for  the  inspection  of  tho  circases. 

Adulteration  of  Food. 

All  the  work  in  connection  with  this  is  carried  out  by  the 
County  Pood  Inspector,  who  is  a very  able  official.

^ although  a"  few  of  them  developed  a painful  arm  for  a 

ah  was  carried  out  very  efficiently  by  the  School 

Medical  Officer.  Children  under  5 years  of  age  were  imuniscd 
the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  by  the  Medical  Oificer  in  charge,  iill 
cases  of  diphtheria  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  \/ith  one 
exception  which  was  well  isolated. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

,ai  persons  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to 
the  T=;nlation  Hospital  with  tho  exception  of  three.  In  these  three 
Soeptional  oases  the  parents  had  ample  accommodation  secured  the 

servLes  of  a nurse.  In  one  instance  I v(as  compelled  to  apply 
hhilsorv  pivh  as  the  house  in  question  was  small  and  overcrowded 

nnf i t for  the  proper  treatment  of  the  patient.  The  child 
hs  hmhe^  h hspNafand  oS  discharge  was  bettor  in  health  than  he 
had  ever  been,  and  tho  parents  were  pleased  and  satisfied.

Sixteen  new  cases  vvere  notified  daring  the  year,  viz:- 
6 males  and  10  females.  Two  of  these  were  evacuees  and  one  a domestic 
servant  in  Sussex,  one  a nurse  from  London  and  one  was  a native  of 
Teoperley,  Cheshire.  The  remaining  eleven  cases  belonged  to  this 
district,  'fith  two  exceptions  they  all  received  institutional 
treatment.  The  notification  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  district  is 
satisfactory.
